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This is a decision on the paper filed, April 16, 2004, which is 
being treated as a petition under 37 CFR 1.181 to withdraw an 
erroneous Notice entitled ''Notice To File Missing Parts Of 
Nonprovisional Application," mailed March 29, 2004. 

The petition is GRANTED. 

The application was deposited on October 31, 2003. However, on 
March 29, 2004, the Office of Initial Patent Examination 
Division mailed a "Notice To File Missing Parts Of 
Nonprovisional Application," stating that a properly signed 
oath or declaration is missing. 

In response, on April 16, 2004, the instant petition and a copy 
of a declaration/power of attorney was submitted. The papers 
were accompanied by a copy of applicant's postcard receipt that 
acknowledges receipt of the declaration/ppwer of attorney 
submitted on October 31, 2003. 

MPEP 503 states that ''A postcard receipt which itemizes and 
properly identifies the papers which are being filed serves as 

?rima facie evidence of receipt in the PTO of all the items 
isted thereon on the date stamped thereon by the USPTO," 
Accordingly, since the evidence supports the fact that the 
declaration/power of attorney was m fact present on filing, 
the Notice mailed March 29, 2004 is vacated. 

Since the declaration cannot be located in the Office, the copy 
of the declaration/power of attorney supplied on April 16, 2004 
will be used for processing and examination purposes. 

The application file is being referred to the Office of Initial 
Patent Examination for processing and for an indication that 
the declaration/power of attorney were included on filing and 
for mailing of a corrected filing receipt.
